The stockholders of the Rnshville 
Co-operative Telephone Company as­ 
sembled at the Assembly room at the 
court house, for their annual business 
meeting , last nig ht. 
About one hun­ 
dred and thirty of the two hundred 
and four stockholders were present. 
The minutes of the last meeting 
were read and approved and the Sec­ 
retary ’s animal report wTas referred to 
an auditing committee. 
In his report Mr. Jackson, the sec­ 
retary , sated the condition in which 
the 
company ’s 
affairs 
have 
been 
for the past y ear, 
clearly and so 
that the stockholders could readily see 
the situation in which the company 
is placed. 
Owing to the fact that the 
present switch board is of insufficient 
capacity to furnish phones to any more 
patrons, the g rowth of the service is 
at a standstill. 
It has been thoug ht best by the ma 
jority of the stockholders to increase 
the capitalization of the company in 
order to make the needed improve­ 
ments 
in the service. 
There 
were 
orig inally 400 shares when the com­ 
pany was incorporated and only two 
hundred and four of these had been 
sold. 
As there were still 190 shares 
unsold, it was thoug ht best to sell 
these shares at $25 per share, and a 
committee, consisting of Will Bliss, 
B. F. Miller, John Kelley and Dr. 
Frank Green, wTas appointed to find 
out howT many 
of the stockholders 
would he willing to purchase more 
shares. 
The committee reported 120 
additional shares sold making but 7 0 
shares left. 
These had been let both 
to the present stockholders and men 
who 
wish to become stockholders. 
The reason that more shares had not 
been sold, they said, w as ow ing to 
the fact that they were unable to see 
all of the stock holders. 
It has been 
thoug ht best all the time not to in­ 
crease the 
number of 
stockholders 
above 200, letting each 
stockholder 
purchase twTo shares. 
No stockholder 
was to he allowed to own more than 
three shares. 
Each stockholder was 
to have the privileg e of renting one 
phone with each share, if lie chose 
or of only renting one phone for all 
his shares. 
The sale of the shares 
will increase the capital to a larg e ex ­ 
tent. 
The question of the rent charg ed 
for phones, belong ing to stockholders 
then came up, and when compared 
with that, of other cities was found to 
he too cheap for a g ood profit. 
J. D. 
Meg ee moved that the board of direc­ 
tors he requested to increase the rent 
of phdhes furnished the stockholders 
to $1.00 a month for residence phones 
and $1.50 for business rooms. 
Some 
of the stockholders were willing to 
pay hig her than that for their phones. 
It was ag rev?d that no more shares 
w ould be sold to people outside the 
company until the present stockhold­ 
ers had a chance at them. 
$2500 of the money raised was voted 
to be divided equally among the two 
hanks which the company owes, the 
rest of the money raised will be used 
in improving the present plant. 
The proposition of Louis Lambert 
to buy out the plant came up and was 
voted down. 
Howard E. Barrett, Ben. L. McFar- 
lan, T. M. Green, W. D. Root, and 
Charles Hug o w ere placed in nomina­ 
tion for the four new directors to till 
the ex pired terms 
of Will Frazee, 
Howard 
Barrett, T. M. Green and 
Ben, L. McFarlan and the choice by 
ballot resulted in the election of Mc­ 
Farlan, Green, Barrett and Root. 


There is a report current that the 
Big Four terminal on the Michig an 
Division will be chang ed to Anderson 
instead of Greensburg where it now 
is, and which if done, will be a blow 
to that city . 
It does not affect Rush- 
ville materially . 
The Greensburg Review say s con­ 
cerning this m atter that “ The most 
likely place, however, is Anderson, as 
the company has just completed a 
new y ard in that city , which is more 
than larg e enoug h to handle the busi­ 
ness done in this city . 
“ It is also rumored that the chang e 
will take place before the fifteenth of 
this month, as already the m atter has 
been g oing the rounds for the past 
thirty day s.” 
“ The proposed chang e means more 
for Greensburg than the averag e c iti­ 
zen would imag ine. 
By moving the 
terminal from this city all trains that 
are in the freig ht service will pass 
throug h 
Greensburg 
like 
a 
fast 
freig ht g ets throug h Newpoint. 
But 
little business will he done and that 
w’ill be handled by local trains. 
Most 
important of all is that between tw en­ 
ty -five and thirty families, g aining a 
livelihood from this company , and all 
spending their 
money 
with 
home 
merchants, will be compelled to move 
elsewhere, making our business men 
the losers by several hundred dollars a 
y ear. 
The chang e, w ithout a doubt, 
w ill hurt Greensburg , and we hope 
that it may y et prove a rum or.“

INTERESTING CA R E E K 


D isting uish e d Services of W illiam L 
P tnfle ld, R e p ublic a n C'anditl&t« 
ft*p G overnor. 
William L. Penfleld was born on a 
farm In Lenawee county , Michig an. 
He paid his way throug h colieg e by 
wag es earned by farm labor and by 
teaching . 
He g raduated from Michi­ 
g an University in 18 7 0 in the same 
class with William R. Day , Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and Alfred Noble, a 
member of the Panam a Commission 
appointed 
by 
President 
McKinley . 
Other 
members of the class 
have 
g ained distinction at the bar and in | 
journalism. 
After 
his 
g raduation, 
Mr. Penfleld was appointed an instruc­ 
tor of lang uag es in Adrian Colleg e, | 
Mich. He held this position two y ears, 
at the same time study ing law, and 
was admitted to the bar on ex amina­ 
tion at Adrian, Mich., in 18 7 2. 
In 
January , 18 7 3, he settled in Auburn 
and eng ag ed in the practice of law. 
He was a hard student and tireless 
worker, and by his ability and indus­ 
try took a hig h rank in the profession. 
His practice ex tended throug hout the 
northern part of the state, before the 
state courts, as well as in the federal 
courts and the supreme court of the 
elate. 
In 18 8 4 he was a member of 
the state central committee during 
the Blaine campaig n and accompanied 
Mr. Blaine on his tour throug h north­ 
ern Indiana. 
In 18 8 8 he was & presi­ 
dential elector and was chosen elec­ 
toral m esseng er and as such carried 
the electoral vote of Indiana to W ash­ 
ing ton 
for President 
Harrison. 
In 
38 9 2 he was elected a deleg ate to the 
national convention at 
Minneapolis. 
In 18 9 4 he was elected judg e of the 
DeKalb circuit court. 
During his in­ 
cumbency of that office he g ained 
a 
wide reputation 
by the zeal display ed 
In ferreting out irreg ularities in the 
county offices. 
This investig ation led to investig m- 
tions in many other counties of the 
state, resulting in similar discoveries. 
Finally leg islation was enacted for the 
better g overnment of counties and 
townships, and the public has conse­ 
quently been protected from loss In 
the issue of county and township war­ 
rants and the disbursem ent of public 
funds. 
In 18 9 7 President McKinley 
tendered him the unsolicited appoint­ 
m ent as leg al advisor of the State De­ 
partm ent. 
The 
appointment 
was 
promptly confirmed and he entered 
upon the discharg e of his duties. 
His 
work consisted chiefly in the g iving 
of leg al advice to the Secretary of 
State and the President in connection 
with the conduct of foreig n relations 
of the United States g overnment. 
In 
that capacity he has dealt with many 
very important questions g rowing out 
of the war with Spain, and out of the 
w ar in South Africa and the war in 
China in 1900, and out of the recog ni­ 
tion of the independence of Panama, 
and the making of the treaties for the 
construction of the Panam a canal and 
out of the war between Russia and 
Japan. 
He has made international 
arbitration his specialty . 
He has con­ 
ducted. during the last six and one- 
half y ears, for the United States g ov- j 
ernment, 
fifteen 
International 
arbi­ 
trations and has obtained awards for 
the g overnment amounting to over 
two and one half million dollars. 
He I 


has had charg e of every International 
arbitration to which the United States 
g overnment has been a party during 
this period, ex cept in the case of the 
Alaskan Boundary Commission. 
In 
19 02 the President and Secretary of 
State selected him as representative 
of the United States g overnment be­ 
fore 
the 
International 
Tribunal 
at 
The Hag ue in the case of the United 
States ag ainst Mexico, known as “The 
Pius Fund of the California!.“ 
He 
prepared the case in the State Depart­ 
ment, arg ued it before The Hag ue Tri­ 
bunal, and on his return was person­ 
ally cong ratulated by the President 
and Secretary of State for the efficient 
•ervices he had rendered. 
An award 
was rendered in favor of the United 
States for $1.600,000. 
In the fall and 
winter of 1903-4 a controversy arose 
between Germany , Eng land, Italy and 
Venezuela over the failurs of the lat­ 
ter to recog nize and pay certain claims 
of the three former g overnme nts. The 
controversy was finally referred to 
The Hag ue Tribunal, and Secretary 
Hay asked Judg e Penfleld to prepare 
the protocol on behalf of our g overn­ 
ment, and hi less than a day he had it 
prepared, sig ned by Minister Bowen, 
the Secretary , and copie.i in the hand 
of the president, which was afterward 
adopted by all the powers in interest 
as the correct basis of presentm ent of 
their claims before said court; and he 
was chosen a second time, witLout any 
solicitation on his own part, to repre­ 
sent the United States g overnment be­ 
fore the international court. 
Asso­ 
ciated with him was the Hon. Way ne 
MacVeag h, formerly Attorney General 
of the United States, and Hon. H. W. 
Bowen, United States Minister to Ven­ 
ezuela 
This case was tried before 
three arbitrators, two of whom were 
Russians and one Australian. 
They 
have recently decided the case in fa­ 
vor of Great Britain. Germany and 
Italy , holding that those g overnments 
were entitled to have their claims first 
paid before those of other states be­ 
cause 
of 
their 
having 
made 
war 
ag ainst Venezuela and secured from 
Venezuela an assig nment of revenues 
to satisfy the claims. 
This decision 
was rendered after the war broke out 
between Russia and Japan, and the 
war fee’ing nad perhaps an uncon­ 
scious influence on the decision of the 
arbitrators in favor of the rig hts of 
nations that g o to war to secure the 
pay ment of their claims. 
The work in the office of the Solici­ 
tor of the State Department is mostly 
of a confidential character. 
It has to 
do with the g overnm ent’s diplomacy . 
In the course of the six y ears Judg e 
Penfleld has been broug ht into close 
touch with the ablest international 
lawy ers in every country . 
His a rg u­ 
ments before The Hag ue court were 
widely noticed and praised in the Eu­ 
ropean press. 
It was in the discharg e of his duties 
as Solicitor of the S^ate Department 
that 
the 
controversy 
arose in the 
United States Senate between Senator 
Bailey and Senator Beveridg e. 
Judg e 
Penfleld bad refused to comply with 
certain 
requests 
made 
by 
Senator 
Bailey , and his action was approved 
by President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Hay . 
Notwithstanding this approval 
of his conduct by his chiefs. 
Sena to r 
Bailey made a n attack on him in the 
senate and he was ably and bravely 
defended by both the Indiana senators. 
Sena to r Fa irba nks sa id in the co urse* 


of the debate: 
“As I said a 
mo ment 
ag o, the Solicitor o f the State Depa rt­ 
ment is an able lawy er. 
He serv ed 
with 
conspicuous 
ability 
upon 
the 
bench in his state before 
co ming to the 
State Department, and during 
the la st 
five and one-half 
years he ha s ha d In 
his charg e more questions 
perha ps 
than any other solicitor of 
the sta te 
department has ever had 
within the 
same period; and all who are 
fa milia r 
with fhe work bear hig h testimony of 
his character.“ 
Senator Beveridg e said: 
“I wish 
to 
say that here is a man who has lived 
the g reater part of the time allotted to 
the life of men, and he has reached a 
position of eminence in his profession. 
His character is stainless and his abil­ 
ity is unquestioned. 
This much I de­ 
sire to say with reference to Judg e 
Penfleld: 
Not the Senator himself, 
no t any senator in this body or any 
man in this country is more honorable 
or more delicate in the discharg e 
o f 
his public duty ; and few lawy ers at 
the bar in Tex as or elsewhere are 
more thoroug hly competent.“ 
On his return from The Hag ue last 
fall, both President Roosevelt and Sec­ 
retary Hay tendered him their person 
al cong ratulations on the successful 
service he had rendered the g overn­ 
ment in the conduct of the Venezuela 
case

The city council met Last nig ht to 
consider the plans and specifications 
for a concrete arch on Sex ton and 
N inth streets over Hodg e’s branch and 
to transact business deferred at the 
last meeting . 
City 
Eng ineer Stew art submitted 
his plans and specifications for arches, 
and its probably cost, also the cost of 
stone abuttments and iron string ers. 
The m atter was discussed at leng th 
by members of the council, and a g en­ 
tleman representing some new kind of 
concrete arch 
structure with steel 
braces was present and ex plained his 
plans. 
The estimate cost of a concrete arch 
was about $1500 and the council not 
desiring to invest that much unless 
necessary , and desiring to let in all 
kinds of competition, decided to ac­ 
cept the eng ineers plans ex cept that 
they be made one foot wider, but that 
at the letting other plans and the bids 
for their construction would be re­ 
ceived and considered and the clerk 
was 
ordered to advertise 
in 
that 
manner. 
May 17 th was fixed as the 
time for receiving these bids. 
There was some talk of letting the 
m atter g o over to the new council, 
but the present crossing s at Ninth and 
Sex ton were dang erous, and immedi­ 
ate action was necessary in the matter. 
The bridg e across the mill race then 
came up and the city eng ineer reported 
that the bridg e was wholly in the 
city , and that the city would have to 
build it, hut superintendent Ong sug ­ 
g ested that it had been held in Indian­ 
apolis that waterway s for private use 
must he bridg ed by parties owning it, 
or operating by it, so that the m atter 
was carried over to be investig ated. 
The water and lig ht committee re­ 
ported that they had looked into the 
m atter of ex tending the water mains 
east from Perkins street to John P. 
Frazee’s new houses and reported fav­ 
orably , and the 
council ordered ex ­ 
tension, made, and that a two inch 
pipe be used. 
The 
appointeront of 
election in­ 
spectors and fix ing of places to hold 
the election was broug ht up, hut by 
g eneral consent the m atter was carried 
over until the nex t reg ular meeting 
Tuesday , April 18 th. 
The bridg e or arch proposed, over 
Sex ton and Ninth streets, crosses both 
streets diag onally and makes about 
150 feet to he bridg ed which makes it 
run into money very rapidly , but the 
branch must be bridg ed and some­ 
thing done at once in the m atter as it 
is reported dang erous in its present 
condition.

The Hearst mov ement receiv ed such 
a body blow in the Democratic pri 
maries here last night that many poli­ 
ticians ex pressed the opinion today 
that he will not get a delegate in In 
dlana.

Very naturally the principal topic of 
conv ersation just how among the poli­ 
ticians is the mov ement to land the 
delegation to the St. Louis conv ention 
for Hearst or Parker. 
Hearst is giv ­ 
ing away thousands of his papers here 
and has imported a lot of lusty -lunged 
boy s from Chicago who hav e fog-horn 
v oices to be heard a mile.

Henry v ille, Indiana, April 5.—The 
first legal enactment for the promo­ 
tion of forestry by the sta te was 
In 18 9 9 , when House Bill No. 436 was 
passed by the legislature. 
It prov ided 
that upon certain conditions land own­ 
ers oould set apart one-eighth of their 
land as a forest ex emption. 
The land 
so set apart should be appraised for 
tax ation at $1 per acre. 
The legisla ­ 
ture of 19 01 passed an act esta blish­ 
ing a State Board of Forestry , with an 
office at the sta te capitol and a sala­ 
ried secretary . 
The last General As­ 
sembly Increased the number of mem­ 
bers on the Board of Forestry and the 
appropriation for carry ing on its work. 
It also prov ided $16,000 with which to 
purchase 2,000 acres of cheap waste 
land in the sta te for a forestry ex peri­ 
mental station, and made an annual 
appropriation of $8 ,000 to conduct it. 
The bill prov iding for the purchase 
of the reserv ation was approv ed Mar. 
8 , 19 03. 
Activ ities were immediately 
begun to secure a site. 
By the aid 
of the county auditors in such coun­ 
ties as possessed lands and conditions 


growth and av eraging In age from 
one to fifteen y ears. Very little of the 
largely timber remains and is all more 
or less damaged by forest fires which 
hav e occurred almost annually for 
many y ears. 
The constant fires, the ( 
J ungle from cutting timber for y ears 
and allowing the rubbish to lie, the 
abundant sprouting from the stumps 
and the rich growth of seedlings from 
the seeds present a task of culture 
which at first sight seems hopeless 
as far as making progress, but the 
contrary is the result. 
It is the most 
encouraging 
feature 
of 
the 
work. 
About one hundred acres of this forest 
was cultiv ated to determine Xhe re­ 
sults of the work when accomplished. 
All the trees unfit to remain for a per­ 
manent forest, by reason of injury or 
otherwise worthless as species, were 
cut and remov ed to a fuel y ard. 
The 
same thing was done with all the 
down timber. 
The trees left standing 
and selected to form the future per­ 
manent forest were properly pruned 
to admit of the best trunk formation. 
All the litter and rubbish were lev el­ 
ed to the land surface and left to de­ 
cay and form a lea f mold and oov er 
to the soil aq well as prev ent ev apora­ 
tion and keep down the weeds. 
It 
was not piled into heaps, as is usually 
done. 
This is alway s the better meth­ 
od to follow when a strict guard can 
be maintained against fire. 
The re­ 
sult of this work showed that there 
remained from 9 00 to 2,000 perfect 
y oung hardwood 
trees to the acre, 
from which, by following successiv e 
thinnings when crowding occurs, to 
select the permanent forest for large 
growth. 
It is v ery ev ident that such 
a large number of trees cannot be su* 
tained to the acre into large trees, 
but periodical thinnings will be made 
necessary to secure the best grade of 
forest. 
All thinnings will be utilized 
for whatev er uses suitable and from 
which the most can be realized.
